; Report on State Missions. 

State Missions might be defined as the activity of the churches 
in carrying out the gospel program within the border of our state. 
That we may do the work efficiently and at the same time be true to 
the principles of democracy in carying out the instructions of the 
convention a body of men are charged with the responsibility of this 
phase of the program. This body of men is called the State Mission 
Board, and is-composed of one representative from each association 
within the state. The business of this body is to carry out the in- 
struction of the convention. 


For the sake of efficiency and by order the the convention this 
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work is divided into departments, viz: Church Extension, Enlistment, 
Sunday School, B. Y. P. U., Publication, Education, W. M. U. and 
Social Service. Bro. R. B. Gunter of Jackson, Miss., is our secre- 
tary, and Bro. A. L. O’Bryant of Hattiesburg is our enlistment man 
for this district. Bro. J. E. Byrd of Mt. Olive is our Sunday School 
man. Miss ‘Margaret Lackey of Jackson is the W. M. U. secretary, 
and Bro. R. R. Jones now of McComb is our associational representa- 
tive. 


This year has been one peculiarly blessed of God. While many 
secular institutions and businesses: have failed, our program has gone 
forward without a failure anywhere. With faith in God, and with a 
vision of the coming king we take courage and go forward to greater 
victories for our Lord. 


Recommendations: 1. That an earnest, vigorous campaign be put 
on by the churches during the months of October and November for 
the collection of outstanding pledges. 


2. That our churches enlist every Baptist family in subscribing 
and reading the Baptist Record. 


3. That all our churches do their best to become self supporting. 


4. That each association accept its quota of tithers, consisting 
of one-sixth of its membership and enlist these during November. 


5. That the executive committee of no association approve any 
application to the state board for help until an every-member can- 
vass of its membership shall have been made. 

6. That all of the churches strive to unite all of their forces in 


carrying out a uniform denominational program.

Report on B. Y. P. U. 

It was a great day for Southern Baptists some thirty years ago 
when God revealed in his own good way to a few of our’ Baptist 
brethren a vision of the unestimable value to Kingdom work of Bap-. 
tist Young People’s Unions. - 

Since the beginning of the B. Y. P. U. history no such progress 
has been recorded as that accomplished throughout our entire South- 
land during the past year. 

We thank God and take courage when we review the year’s 
work in our Jones county. The following facts are most worthy of 
mention: 

First—Out of 32 churches in our Association we have 28 B. Y. P. 
U’s, 19 out of 32 churches having unions, and the prospects .of several 
other unions being organized within the near future. 

Second—At the last meeting of our Jones County B. Y. P. U. Con- 
vention the county was mapped out according to churches into groups 
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and over each group a leader appointed who is held responsible for 
organizing unions, and assisting in maintaning interest in unions al- 
ready organized. 


Third—The introduction of the Intermediate Union has made it 
easier to reach our young christians and “train for christian service.” 


Fourth—At no other period has such interest and co-operation 
been shown by older christians in helping the young christians carry 
out their purpose “study to shew theyself approved unto God, a work- 
man that needeth not to be ashemed, rightly dividing the word of 
truth.” : 


An increased interest developed along the following lines is noted 
in the individual unions: 


First—Daily Bible readings, showing that God's great plan book 
is being studied and understood as never before. 


Second—Systematic and proportionate giving. Many Unions 
are 100 per cent. assuring us that the financial part of Kingdom work 
will be taken care of in the future as never before. 


Third—A greater number answering the call to special service, 
proving ‘beyond a reasonable doubt that the B. Y. P. U. does have a 
part in crrying out the great commission.

First—Our greatest'need , more earnest and sincere prayer, not 
only in the B. Y. P. U.’s, but by all christian people.

Missions distinguishes us from other Baptists.. Our doctrines of , 


the person of Jesus Christ distinguishes us from other denominations. 
Baptism distinguishes us from other ritualism. ; 

Jesus Christ is our life. Baptism is our bond, our name, our 
form. Missions is our work and source of our growth. These three 
are inseparable. Expressing it in one sentence—Jesus Christ is the 
righteousness of God in every believer in the whole world, through 
missionary endeavor, each believer distinguished by the mark of im- 
mersion in water as Baptism which is a figure of the burial and res- 
urrection of Jesus Christ. 

That which made other Baptists leave us was not moral obliga- 
tion to carry the gospel to foreign lands. It was more vital than that. 


Those who went out from us do not believe in carrying it to any one.. 


They do not believe in human agency at all. 

Christ’s sovereignty is over human agency. Human agency is 
ability to appeal, persuade, enlighten and to bring others to Christ. 
If He does not own and use human agency He is not Lord. The avail- 


ability, adequacy and tested results of human agency commends it-. 


self to reason and spiritual impulse. 

As our relation to His person, work and Baptism are insepar- 
able, if we do not obey His command how can we claim Him at all? 
We have not right to use human agency in baptising believers if we 
withhold human agency in winning believers. to Him. 

The scope of human activity is as large as the scope of redemp- 
, tion. Jesus Christ died for every person. Our righteousness must 
exceed that of the scribes and pharisees who limited it to theif own 
_ race. Their’s was the righteousness of ceremony. Our righteousness 
must be that of faith which has the element of universality. 

The vital question in missions grows out of that of relationship. 
We have no right to yse human agency in baptising believers if we 
lated. to all men as brothers in soul and flesh from creation. These 
' relations make us PER SE agents of Jesus Christ. His last words 
in.command sustain this: “Go ye into all the world and preach the 
gospel to every creature.” Mark 16:15. 

There is a double test to be applied to a religion and to its or- 
ganization: 1. Is a religion able to do for all races what it does for 
one? 2. Is the organization clothing it able to carry it to all races? 

1. Missionary Baptists stand for Jesus Christ, the Son of God, 
Savior of every believer; and that believers are made only through 
the preaching of the gospel. The Christ whom they preach has met 
this test by the salvation of believers in every nation where He has 
been proclaimed. 
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2. Missionary Baptist churches have met this test by success- 
fully carrying the gospel to many lands.

. Report of Home Missions 

Missions is the practice of- the commissioner of the Lord Jesus 
Christ. With us, as Baptists, it is the organized effort of truly bap- 
tized belivers in Christ to preach Christ and him crucified to all of the 
people in all of the world, beginning in Mississippi, going throughout 
the Southland, and into the ends of the earth, which is the plan out-- 
lined by Christ himself before His ascension, when said: “Ye shall 
witness unto me both in Jerusalem and in all Judea and Samaria and 
unto the utmost part of the earth. . 

For spiritual reasons, therefore, and for both convenience and ef- 
fiency, our mission work has been divided into what we term, State, 
Home and Foreign Missions. But we must ever bear in mind that it 
is just one work. ‘ 

Through our Home Mission board we are doing a great work. The 
work is done under the following departments: Co-operative Mis- 
sions, Enlistment, Evangelism, Mountain Schools, Foreigners, Indians 
and Negroes, Cuba, Panama, Soldiers and Seaman, Publicity, Southren 
Baptist Sanatorium, Church Extension. In every department of the 
work there has been splendid progress, especially along the lines of 
Evangelism and Enlistment. : 

We give some statistics. There were last year under the employ: 
ment of the board, independent and co-operative workers, a total of 
1,188 missionaries who supplied 3,131 churches and missions, delivered 
165,445 sermons and addresses, made 236,992 religious visits, baptized 
36,164 converts, received 83,994 additions to the churches; organized 
308 churches; built or improved 456 houses of worship; organized 
786 Sunday schools, and disrtibuted millions of pages of tracts. 

“Surely the Lord of Hosts is with us making fore his mighty arm 
in the salvation of the Lost.” Let us thank God and take courage!

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The report on Christian Education was read by Rev. Bryan Sim- 
mons and discussed by Bryan Simmons, G. F. Austin and L. G. Gates 
and then adopted. The report follows: 


Report of Christian Education 
By Christian Education we mean the effort to give to our young 
people their literary training under christian and denominational in- 
fluences. So far as Mississippi Baptists are concerned, the work has 
three distinct phases. State Denominational School, Southwide Theo- 
logical Training Schools, and Ministerial Education. 


Our Home Schools 

The Baptists of Mississippi have four colleges: One, Mississippi 
College at Clinton, for men; Blue Mountain College at Blue Moun- 
tain and Mississippi Woman's College at Hattiesburg, for young 
ladies; and Clarke Memorial College at Newton, a junior co-education- 
al college. 

Mississippi College opened its seventy-ninth session. on the eigh- 
_ teenth of September. The enrollment is the largest in the history of 
the school at this time of the session. 

Blue Mountain College is the last of the schools to come under 
denominational control; but fer a number of years, as a private in- 
stitution, it has been recognized as one of our foremost supports. 

The Mississippi Woman’s College came to us in the beginning 
through the kindness of a man of- another denomination who recog- 
nized the ability of Baptists to put over a worth-while undertaking. 
Both of these schools opened their doors on the eighteenth of this 
month with flattering enrollments. ‘ 

Clarke Memorial College was established by the General Associa- 
tion about twelve years ago and after a varied experience it was 
taken over by the State Convention. This school has a distinct place 
to fill in this section of the state and in the educational scheme of the 
denomination; but it is having a hard struggle for existence at this 
time for two reasons: 

First. Owing to the competition of agricultural high schools. 

Second. Because many Baptists fail to recognize its merits. 

This school has. a strong faculty and has always done fine work 
with the students entrusted to it. 

There is an aggregate of 1200 students in these four schools at 
this time and from them we must draw largely for our future denomi- 
national leaders. 

“ South-wide Institutions 

Mississippi Baptists are interested in three south-wide institu- 
tions. The Southern Baptist Theological Seminary, Louisville, Ky. 
The Southernwestern Baptist Theological Seminary, Fort Worth, 
Tex., and the Baptist Bible Institute, New Orleans, La. In connection 
with the first two of above institutions, there is a woman’s training 
, School for special work for our women. 

In these institutions we are training our ministers, missionaries,

(men and women, for home and foreign work) gospel singers and pas- 
tor’s assistants. 1703 men dnd women were enrolled as students in 
these three schools last session and they report a fine session’s work. 
Each institution reports an overflow and sends a plea for enlarge- 
ment of*plant and teaching force to take care of the increased pat- 
ronage. It should be stated that the religious instruction given in 
these institutions is free. 


Ministerial Educatiqn 

This work is in the hands of the Board of Ministerial Education 
and the purpose of the board is to lend: assistance to worthy minis- 
terial students who are unable to meet the expenses of obtaining a 
literary education in our schools. Many of the leading homes pastors 
of Mississippi today, as well as many of those we have furnished to 
other states and the mission fields, have been the beneficiaries of this 
board in by-gone years. There were 119 ministerial students in Mis- 
sissippi and Clarke colleges last session and about two-thirds of these 
received some help from our Ministerial Board. The main need of this © 
phase of educational work is more cottages for our married stu’ 
dents.

- We find 
insurance, old age benefits by employers, pensions for teachers and 
other similar provisions for the time when a man is forced by the 
failure of his physical and mental powers to cease his active labor 
and. be provided for either from a store already provided by himself 
or by others who will do so. It is fitting for us who believe in caring 
for those who have given their lives in carrying the gospel to. others, 
to prepare for them in a systematic, business-like way so that they 
may know that we appreciate the work they have done, and likewise

TEXT OF REPORT ON FOREIGN MISSIONS 
JONES COUNTY BAPTIST ASSOCIATION 
SANDERSVILLE, MISS., SEPT. 1922 


(One thousand copies ordered published as appendix to Minutes) 

If we are Baptists, then those who differ with us on the life and ' * 
structure of Baptist belief are not Baptists. There is nothing non- 
essential in doctrine among real Baptsts. When we differ we differ 
in essentials. 

’ Missions is that work which distinguishes us from other Baptists. 
Our doctrine of the person of Jesus Christ distinguishes us from other 
denominations. Our baptism distinguishes us from other ritualism. 

The person of Jesus Christ is our life. Baptism is our bond, our 
name, our form. Missions is our activity and the medium of our 
growth. These three are the trinity of our ecclesiasticism, arid are 
inseparable in maintaining the integrity of Christianty, the Bible and 


‘ 
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the salvation of the world. Expressing it. in one sentence: the ‘per- 
son of Jesus Christ is the substitutionary righteousness of God to be 
applied to every believer in the whole world through human endeavor, 
each disciple being distinguished by the mark of immersion in water 
as baptism which is a figure of the burial and resurrcetion of Jesus 
Christ. And we are to “make disciples.” ‘ 

The question which made other Baptists leave us is not that of 
moral obligation to carry the gospel to FOREIGN lands. .Our dif- 
ference is more vital than that. Those who have gone out from us, 
but retain our name, do not believe in carrying the gospel to any one. 
Their unsaved neighbor is as far from them as China. They do not 
believe in human agency at all in reaching the lost. They make no 
more effort to save their neighbor than they do to send missionaries 
to China. ; 

When we draw this distinction clearly between us, the unenlight- 
ened world can then decide which is scriptural, and all professing Bap- 
tists can see to whieh assembly they belong. 

We differ in the person of Jesus Christ as_well as'in the matter 
of the divine use of human agency in the salvation of the lost. But 
the two are scripturally and logically and inseparably blended. To 
maintain our doctrine of the person of Christ, that He is the Son of 
God and the Son of Man, and. essentially the fullness of God and the 
fullness of Man, we must acknowledge His sovereignty over 4iuman 
agency, and His actual use of it. Human agency is our ability to ap- 
peal, to persuade, to enlighten, to win others to decision for Christ. 
We possess this faculty and talent. If He does not own and use 
human agency, then He is not Lord and Savior. The availability, ad- 
equacy and tesied results of the divine use of human agency is scrip- 
tural and commends itself to reason and spiritual impulse. 


As our relation to His: person, His work, His baptism, are insep- 
arable, if we do not the work he commands us, how can we claim His 
person and His baptism? We have no right to use human agency in 
baptising believers if we withhold human agency in winning believers 
to Him. God came in the flesh to save those in the flesh, and He 
commanded us to use the flesh in preaching the gospel to every crea- 
ture. If we love Him we will keep this commandment. 

The scope of human-agency activity is as large as the scope of 
redemption. (Jesus Christ died for every person). To deny the 
former scope is to deny the latter. Our righteousness must exceed 
the righteousness of the scribes and pharisees who limited religion 
to their own race and clan. Their’s was the righteousness of cere- 
mony and selfishness. The righteousness of Christians is the righte 
ousness of Christ and has the element of universality. Our righte- 
ousness must possess and exercise the element of universality or it 
will not exceed the righteousness of the scribes and pharisees. We 
are responsible for contact with “every creature.” 

The source of the vitality of the whole question is that of. rela- 
tionship. We are related to Jesus Christ as His saved children, and 
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that through human agency, every one of us, Weare related to 
every human as brothers in soul and flesh from creation. These re- 
lations are constitutional, eternal, unalterable in principle and action. 
They make us PER SE agents of Jesus Christ. Sustaining this are 
Christ’s last words: “Go ye into all the world and preach the gospel 
to every creature.” (Mark 16.15). 


Every command to the sinner to seek the Lord is based upon the 
pggposition that the Christian will obey the command to seek the lost. 
But the very quintessence (the spiritually atomic) of difference be- 
tween other “Baptists” and the Missionary Baptists is that the former 
do not believe that the lost can seek the Lord. Thus they also deny . 
the personality of humans. “How much therefore of the peronality 
of Jesus Christ do they recognize? If they are Baptists, then we are 
not. 7 

- There are two tests to be applied to the gospel preached by these 
“wings” of Baptists. 1. The test of the type of christianity. This 
is a test of the transferring quality of the religion in going from one 
race to another. 2. The test of ecclesiasticism—of the transferring 
qualities, of the earthly organization. If the religon and the church 
are able to meet these tests, they are of God. 

1. Is christianity, according to anti-missions, able to make the 
leap across naturally unblending difference between races? It is 
able according to Missionary Baptists? 

Christianity according to Missionary Baptists is at home in one 
race as. niuch as in another, because we bélieve in the ‘universality of 
Christ’s person, mission and baptism. It has proven itself to so be 
at home. The provincialism and Jewish qualities of Judahistic cere- 
monies, and such of other religions, can never be adapted to other 
races. For the same reason anti-mission Christianity can never be 
adapted to other races. Buddhism is a religion and Anglo-Saxonism 
is a raciality. Buddhism can never be at home in the psychology and 
temperament of Anglo-Saxonism, because Buddhism lacks the ele- 
ment of universality and is exclusively ceremonial. The racial chasm 
between the Caucasian and the Mongolian is so wide that no ethical 
standard or code short of the supernatural can create a common 
righteousness. Christianity is supernatural and has therefore the 
element of universality, and can create this righteousness. 

Christianity, according to Missionary Baptist interpretation, 
bridged the racial chasms, and did so under the most adverse cir- 
cumstances. Christianity under anti-mission policy has gone nowhere. 
This brings us to the pont of the scripturalness of churches and doc- 
trine. 

2. What churches aa christianity are able to supply the vehicle 
for the gospel across racial chasms? Churches of apostolic service 
as well as character only can lay claim to this transferring power. 
Wisdom, godliness, consecration (and con-se-cra-tion), sacrifice and 
administration, with well-planned and well-executed missionary po- 
lices, can claim to be apostolic. The idea that “if God wants the 
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heathen saved He will save them without our aid” never had any part 
in the wisdom, godliness, consecration, sacrifice and adminitration of 
of the New Testament churches. : 

Christianity, through the human agency of Missionary Baptists, 
has translated its code and ethics into every language, written its 
laws of life on every tablet of the human heart, transposed its. melo- 
dies into every specie of human sentiment, and made its Book of books 
as precious in the tongue of one nation as it is in another. It has 
lifted the goul of hope and aspiration among barbarians and made 
them aailire of the triumphant church. It has made an indescrim- 
inate valuation of the maimed, the halt, and the blind of every kind 
and tongue and tribe: The Missionary Baptists have led the hosts 
of the universal Christ in spreading the knowledge of God over the 
earth as the water covers the sea. The test of a church is in the great 
commission, and the acid of this test has burned the shell of selfish- 
ness but keeps aflame a continual fire of sacrifice on the altars of the 
soul. 

Certain so-called christian people do not go because they do not 
will to go. They seek to make the impression that the only differ- 
ence they and the Missionary Baptists is that of “method” in mission 
work. This claim in most instances is merely a cloak for unbelief 
and selfishness. “We prefer to do it another way” is, in our opinion, 
an unspoken resolve not to do it at all. If they do not believe in go- 
ing the width of an aisle, or speaking a word of invitation to the 
sinner in their pew, they will hardly go further, nor speak more fully. 
Yet they pose as representatives of the God who “so loved the world” 
and His children who are commanded to “go into all the world.” 

Our Lord told us to “go into all the world.” He told us where to 
start—and we started there the day “He was taken up in a cloud” 
from there. He told us to go to Judea—and we went there. He told 
us to go into Samaria—and we went there. Ho told us to go unto the 
uttermost parts of the earth—and we are going there. He didn’t 
name the countries, one. by one (for He knew there would be new 
countries from time to time); He didn’t name the routes, the high- 
ways, the footpaths, the vehicles, nor anything (for He knew these 
would be multiplied and diversified as civilization grew). But we are 
going into every country, old and new; we are going upon every 
route, highway, footpath, vehicle, old and new, on land, weter and air.

. CONSTITUTION 
We, the Church of Jesus Christ, who have been regularly baptized 
upon profession of faith, being convinced of the necessity and utility 
of a combination of churches of the same faith and order, do agree 
to unite and form ourselves into an association, Therefore, 
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Article 1, The name of this Association shall be the Jones County 
Baptist Association. : 


Article 2. The officers of this association shall be a Moderator, a 


Clerk and Treasurer. They shall be elected annually by ballot and 


hold their officers until their successors are elected, but no person shall 


’ hold the office of Moderator for a succession of more than two years. 


Article 3. The object of this association shall be the promotion 
of the Redeemer’s Kingdom by the concentration of Christian labor, 
inculcation of Bible truth, and the cultivation of friendly intercourse 
and brotherly love among the churches. 

Article 4. Members of the association shall be composed of dele- 
gates, who shall produce evidence of their appointment by the churches 
which they propose to represent, before being entitled to seats. 

Article 5. Teach church belonging to the Association shall be en- 
titled to two Sdiecuies until its membership shall exceed fifty; and one 
additional delegates for each additional fifty or fractional part there- 
of; until the membership shall reach 200, then five delegates and no 
more, provided, that ministers of such churches, but supply other pul- 
pits, may be appointed as additional delegates to the regular quota. 

Article 6. This Association shall only have the power of an ad- 
yisory council, and shall, in no wise, infringe upon the rights, inde- 
pendence or sovereignty of the churches. 

Article 7. No queries shall be considered by this Asso¢iation un- 
less regularly sent up through the churches in writing, and such 
queries shall embrace only questons of doctrine. 

Article 8. The Association shall meet annually as may be agreed 
upon and by unanimous consent of the body proceed to the election of 
a Moderator, Clerk and Treasurer by acclamation, in case unanimous 
consent is lacking, then the Messenger shall be enrolled and the elec- 
tion shall proceed by ballot. 

Article 9. The duties of the various officers of the Association 
shall be similar to those of all deliberative bodies, and Kerfoot’s: Par- 
liamentary Manual shall be the basis of decisions of order. . 

Article 10. Churches holding the Articles of Faith adopted by this 
body, may ‘become members of this Association by a unanimous vote, 
and letters of dismission may be obtained without assigning a reason 
therefor, by a concurrence of a majority present, while the Associa- 
tion reserves the right of withdrawing from such church as it shall 
deem disorderly or not orthodox. 

Article 11. This constitution may be altered or amended. at a 
annual meetng of the Association by a two-thirds vote of the Mes- 


-. sengers present, hag the exception of Article 6, which shall ‘not be 


changed at any tim 

Article 12. No ie nor any part of any article of this consti- 
tution shall be changed without notice of such change, including the 
words to be changed, being filed with the Clerk of this Association by 
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a member of the body, while the Association is in session. The session 
previous to the vote on said change.

8. We believe in the resurrection of the dead, the just and the 
unjust, and the general judgment, and that the joys of the righteous 
and the punishment of the wicked will be eternal. 

9. We believe that a visible Church of Christ is composed of bap- 
tized believers only, who have covenated together to keep up a disci- 
pline ‘agreeable to the rules of the New Testament Scriptures. 

10... We believe that Jesus Christ is the only law giver of His 
church and the government is with the church, each member having 
equal rights therein. 

11. We believe that baptism and the Lord’s Supper are the only 
ordinances of the church, and are'to be continued until the second com- 
ing of our Lord, Jesus Christ. 





12. We believe that immersion only is baptism, and can be ad- 
ministered only by those duly authorized by the church, and that only 
believers in Christ are the proper subjects of the ordinance. 

13. We believe that the regularly baptized believers only have a 
right to partake of the Lord’s Supper. 


14. We believe that the churches compose Christ’s visible ba 
dom on earth, and they are independent of each other, choosing their 
own bishops, pastors and other elective officets, none of whom may 
lord it over God’s heritage. 








JONES COUNTY BAPTIST ASSOCIATION 23 
RULES OF DECORUM 


-1. All meetings of the Association shall be opened with prayer, 
and closed with prayer or benediction. 

2. The first order of business shall be the calling of the roll of 
the churches, comprising the game and the enrollment of the delegates 
representing them. : 

3. No messengers can be enrolled until they have furnished evi- 
dence in writing from the church which they propose to represent 
which evidence shall be submitted to the clerk. 

4. No business shall be discussed by the body unless it’ shall 
have been brought up before it by a motion sustained by a second. 

5. No member shall be allowed to speak but once.on the same 
subject, except by permission. 

6. The Moderator may correct any speaker for misquotation, 
personal reflection, or indiscreet language. 

7. Any member feeling himself aggreived by the ruling of :the 
Moderator may appeal to the Assoviation, when, if it be sustained by 
a two-thirds vote, the Moderator’s ruling shall be reversed. 

8. All members shall use the term “Brother,” when addressing 
or speaking of one another; and any one failing to observe this rule 
subjects himself to a reprimand by the Moderator. 

9. Any or all of the rules may be altered or amended at any 
regular meeting by a two-thirds majority vote.
